“If the government let us con- 
trol them we will always take care 
of them so we will be like this for 
everyone to see we do not care if 
people camp in our canyons if they. 
get permit from us. Everybody 
can use it Just the same as a park 
if they get our permission. So we 
hope we can keep our land that 
have left.

most everywhere; and, while this 
system operates under a 
act passed in 1916, it is no more 
than fair to say that it has only 
commenced to function.

emancipation of the arts in Amer- |

Puritanism, which he defines in 
his second essay as not a fixed 
form of life but as a formative,

beauty and truth and in many 
supposedly outworn and much de- 
rided thin such as the ten com- 
mandmen self-control, the spirit 
of service and self-eacrifice.

All this might lead one to pic- 
ture him aaa venerable patriarch 
in the eighties or nineties, instead 
of the slim youngish man of i2 
that we know him to be—end <« 
year younger than Mencken «at 
that. Too much has ma 
aim immune to the intellectval 
whooping cough that inflicts those 
of his own age who lke to cail 
themselves the “young intellect- 
vals.” But to return to “The 
Genius of America. 
Adrottty he turns against them- 
selves the arguments of those he 
opposes, maintaining with great 
ability bis own well reasoned ideas 
ot the genius of America. Rome 
of us who are not of the intelli- 
\gentela may think he has gone too 
far in hie patriotic fervor as it 
develope at the end of the essay. 
Certainly such sentiments are gall 
and wormwood to those newly ar- 
prived Americans whose tongues 
heave not quite mastered our lan- 
guage but who claim the right to 
scoff en despise everything that 
Americans believe in and respect, 
and to set themeelves up as the 
true exponents of American life 
and letters. 
The second essay, “What is «a 
Puritan,” is to be read in con- 
nection with the first. for the defi- 
nitions developed in it go far to 
elucidate and complete the au- 
thors ideas on the American gen- 
tus.

N AMERICA, we give

Santa Paula's Giant Elderberry 

A photograph on this page shows the 
work of preserving a giant elderberry tree, 
standing at the junction of West Main 
street and West Telegraph Road in Santa 
Paula. In all parts of California the elder- 
berry is found as a shrub, but this Santa 
Paula specimen has attained the height and 
dignity of a tree, standing fifty feet tan 
and having a circumference of 119 inches. 
The Santa Paula people say their elderberry 
is the largest in the State, although Lake 
county makes a similar claim for a tree in

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that section. The Ventura county elder- 
berry has been a landmark for Santa Paula 
and a source of admiration longer than any 
of the oldest inhabitants can remember. A 
great store of honey, made by the wild bees, 
many years ago, according to the old-timers, 
filled the trunk of the great tree, and, in 
fretting it out, the trunk was split and splin- 
tered. Decay set im after the despoilation 
of the tree and extended far up both sides 
of the big trunk. Some months ago the tree 
Was treated by modern tree-surgery meth- 
ods and it is now apparently in excellent 
condition. A reader of the Farm and Trac- 
tor Section in Santa Paula sends the follow- 
ing account of how the tree was “saved.” 

“Mrs. L. B. Hogue, member of the Ven 
tura County Forestry Commission and presi- 
dent of the Santa Paula Ebell Club, became 
interested in the old elderberry and through

her efforts and those of City Trustee M. L. 
Steckel, near whose property the tree 
stands, tree experts from the Limoneira 
Ranch were called into service to preserve 
the threatened beauty of the tree. Chem 
cals and fire were requisitioned in cleans. 
ing the trunk, and the hollowed branches 
of the tree where decay had , 
and the cavity was then properly filled. 
This spring's foliage is appearing just as 
formerly, and it is now apparent that the 
great elderberry is saved.” 


Our Native Ferns 
Since publication of our list of native 
ferns, C. F. Saunders reports that he found 
the “only once collected” Cheilanthes 
Varishii in Andreas Canyon, near Palm 
Springs, and that Mr. Parish identified it a. 
such, but that in subsequent visits it could 
again be found, though many sought it. 
11 so reported that Dr. Munz. botanist 
at Pomona College, once found «a plant 
there, all close to the original station of d- 
covery. It is also reported that Poly- 
stichum scopulinum, “rare” and from Sha 
ta county only,” has of late been found to 
he rather common in Snow Canyon, nerr 
Forest Home, in the San Bernardino Moun- 
teins, We are pleased to have these facts 
of further finds sent in. Regarding 
phrodium petens, this is a very restricted 
species, being found only at Santa Har.

College of Agriculture conducts a forest 
nursery on a tiny piece of ground adjacent 
to Agriculture Hall on the campus, where, 
in spite (t ite small dimensions, a surpris- 
ingly large number of trees are raised each 
year for experimental forest-planting. The 
chief function of the nursery is to serve as 
a laboratory for students in silviculture, 
who carry on practically all of the nursery 
operations; from sowing the seed to dig- 
ging and packing for shipment the trees 
which have reached a size suitable for 
planting in the field. Students also collect 
seed from good specimens of forest trees 
in the vicinity of Berkeley ana extract it 
from the cones preparatory to sowing it. 
They also grade the seed and conduct er- 
mination experiments to determine its via- 
bility.

This condition has, perhaps, led avocado 
growers, in general. to feel that each flower 
and each plant should be sufficient unto it- 
self in respect to fruit production, provided 
it is grown under proper cultural condl- 
tions. That this is, however, not neces- 
sarily the case for plants having perfect 
flowers has long been recognized. n 
With a little study of the behavior of the 
flowers, any grower May readily observe 
that a flower of an avocado tree is open 
for some time before the pollen is shed, 
and also that, when pollen is being shed, 
the end of the pistil is frequently brown or 
black. The pistil of a flower is, in many 
cases at least, ready to receive the pollen 
before the pollen of that flower is shed, and 
to be pollinated at the right time it must 
receive pollen from some other and older 
flower. The alternation of the two condi- 
tions in a single flower is, however, even 
more marked and distinct than Nirody 
seems to have observed, for they occur in 
two different periods of time, separated by 
an interval when the flower is fully closed.

In the Fuerte variety, the flowers usually 
begin to open we flower No. 1) for the 
Urst time in the afternoon, between 2 and 5 
o'clock.

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forty-eight hours. From the first opening 
to the final closing, more than ninety hours 
passed. The important point to note is that 
this development makes it necessary that 
pollen be carried from a flower that is open 
for the second time to the pistil of a flower 
open for the first time. 

But a further point must be recognized. 
Avocado flowers tend to open in unison and 
to open for the two periods at different 
times during the twenty-four hours of a 
day. The pollen of Fuerte ts shed most 
freely during the middie of the day, usually 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m., while flowers are open 
for the first time chiefly from 4 p.m. to 
Yam. There are, of course, variations and 
irregularities from day to day, with some 
overlapping of the two conditions, but the 
general rule of behavior for this variety is 
as noted above. 

Thus, when a Fuerte tree stands alone, or. 
when a group of these trees are standing 
together, there is very little opportunity 
for the flowers to be pollinated at the time 
when the pistils are most ready to receive 
pollen. Under such conditions cross-pollina-. 
tion with some other variety is necessary 
if many fruits are to set. 

All varieties, which the writer has had 
opportunity to study, exhibit two distinct 
periods for the opening of flows rs, and also 
a somewhat marked tendency for flowers 
to shed most of the pollen when there are 
few, or even no flowers open for the first 
time on other trees of the same variety. 
But fortunately for the chances for cross- 
pollination, varieties differ quite decidedly 
in the length of time when flowers are open.

has never attained high commercial 
rank in California, and ts not to be com- 
pared to chicken-growing in economic 
values. In spite of this, however, it has its 
place in a diversified agriculture, and is not 
without its followers in nearly all sections 
of the State. Among breeds the White Pe- 
kin is possibly the favorite, though the In- 
dian Runner has, during the past two dec- 
ades, come much into evidence. It is not 
as large as the White Pekin, hence pro- 
vides a smaller carcass; but, as an egg pro- 
ducer, it stands high among duck farmers. 
Indeed, the 200 to 300-eggers are quite com- 
mon. At a recent laying-contest in En- 
land. covering an entry of eighty Indian 
Runners, the average was 175 eggs per cap- 
— The meat is tender, juicy and of fine 

avor. 

An English authority (Mr. EK. H. Berney) 
says that their chief characteristic is the 
shape of body, “which must be similar to 
that of a soda-water bottle, set as mearly 
upright as possible; the head must be fine 
and rather flattened over the skull, with 
bright, clear eye set rather high in the skull. 
The bill for both sexes in the Fawn and 
Fawn and White varies with the season 
from green-yellow to almost black-green. 
whereas that of the White should be orange- 
yellow. The plumage should be tightly 
feathered, which makes the bird appear 
longer and thinner than other ducks, which 
effect is also increased by the erect car- 
riage. Type is the most essential attribute 
of a Runner duck, and any failing in shape 
and gait, or low carriage, should tell heavily 
against the bird, and on no account must 
evenness of markings and color be con- 
sidered in preference to correct type and ac- 
tien. The drakes should weigh from four 
to five pounds and the ducks from three and 
one-half to four. They do best on free 
range, but water (except for drinking and 
an occasional bath) is not essential, as the 
Runners are good “land ducks.” 

Possibly a word or two on care and man- 
agement will not be out of place. If hatching 
eges in the natural way, make the nest 
out of sod or earth and moisten, say, once 
a week. Feed the hen liberally when eggs 
hegin to chip, but. after that, let her alone 
tor thirty-six hours. If using an incubator, 
held it at 102 degrees, test eggs every six 
days and remove the addled ones, allow ma- 
chine to cool down a bit during last ten days 
and sprinkle eggs daily with warm water. 
Remove ducklings as soon as dry to brooder 
and abstain from feeding the first thirty- 
six hours after hatching. For first feeds 
Kw crumbled bread and milk, with fine grit 
or sand, and water in separate containers. 
Clean and renew bedding daily, and, if in 
hbrooders, keep temperature at 80 degrees 
the first week, then at 70 degrees for the 
next three -weeks or so, according to weath- 
er. Feeding for the first fortnight may be 
ef bread and skim milk, or biscuit meal, 
middlings and milk, given crumbly. Have 
Kreen food, water and grit always available.

A Scratch-Feed Ration 

Mrs. A.L.W., Arcadia, writes to 
Farm and Tractor as follows: 
Can you give me a good formula for 
the making of scratch feed fur an ordinary 
flock of chickens? I have Leghorns, Rhode 
Island Reds and Buff Orpingtons. They 
will not eat milo maize, yet every feed man 
that furnishes me with scratch feed insists 
on putting in from one-fourth to one-thiid 
of milo, which, of course, is a dead loss to 
me.“

Nearly all the formv!as for Scratch feeds 
in this State include milo maize, because 
it is a local product grown in quantity, 
hence always available. Fowis not accus- 
tomed to it will, at first, sumetimes refuse 
io eat it, but can be starved to it. A simple 
formula for scratch feed without milo con 
sists of ten pounds corn, ten pounds wheat 
und five pounds oats. The ration recom- 
mended by the Poultry Division of the Unt 
versity of California is as follows: 109 
pounds whole or rolled barley, fifty pounds 
Egyptian corn or milo maize and fifty 
pounds cracked Indian corn. Any of the 
milling companies in and contiguous to Los 
Angeles ought to supply you with pure 
grains and compound them according to 
your directions.

Sudan Grass for Fowls 


Much has been said and written about 
Sudan grass as a forage-crop, but little 
touching on its values as a green food for 
poultry has come to our notice; nor do we 
know much concerning its nutritive char 
acteristics. It bulks large, being a some- 
what rampart grower, hence as roughage it 
undoubtedly possesses advantages. In this 
connection it is interesting to note the ex- 
periences of O. H. Sisley, foreman of the 
George J. Richardson Ege Farm at San Ga- 
briel. In preparing the land for its culture, 
manure ove: 
‘about three acres, thorouchly cultivated it 
into the soil. and sowed in drills about 
eight quarts of seed to the ate. nen 
grown, it produced about 20 per cent more 


green food than alfalfa. The area was 
cropped four times as required for the 
birds. When about twelve inches tall, it 
was cut about three inches above the 


ground: its growth being rather lrxuriant, 
it was ready for cutting again lu about two 
weeks. For chicken feed, it should be 
succulent and tender, hence the woody and 
coarser stems should be eliminated. The 
fourth or last cutting on Mr. Richardson's 
ranch was allowed to “cure” into hay. An 
analysis of its nutritive values would be 
interesting for comparison that of 
alfalfa. 


Hatchability and Responsibility 
Purchasing of hatching eggs is like buy- 
ing nursery-fruit trees—they must be true 
to name and must give results. In case of 
default in thése respects, the buyer is not 
only “out” the original cost, but also his 
time and expense in incubation and rearing. 
People who buy hatching eggs should re- 
member that only indirectly are they buy- 
ing birds, hence there must necessarily be 
speculation as to the exact number of eggs 
that will really hatch robust chicks. All 
breeders appreciate this, and sell hatching 
eggs with a proviso to replace all infertile

This represents a falling off of 1% 
per cent from the 1920 census figures, 
which placed the agricultural population in 
rural districts at something over 31,000,000 
persons. The condition, it is pointed out, 
is due to the movement of population away 
from the farms to the cities, a movement,

The sit- 
uation appears to be a serious one, but 
common ‘sense tells us that this trend 
away from the land cannot keep up indefi- 
nitely. The lure of the city is strong, and 
things have perhaps not been going in such 
a way with the agricultural producers as 
to afford them much encouragement to 
stick where they are; but reaction and re- 
adjustment are inevitable. All ordinary 
influences, such as fickle markets, tem- 
porary demands for this and that product. 
good crops, poor crops and the like aside, 
the time will come when the world will 
plead in real alarm for lers of the soil 
to produce food for growing populations 
and pay so much to the producers that 
farming will be one of the best paying and 
most attractive of occupations. And that 
readjustment of things may come sooner 


in this country than many persons might 1 3 


imagine. As the clearthinking Abraham 
Lincoln put it many years ago, when no 
such conditions as confront us today ex- 
isted to prompt the thought, “in a world 


populated portion of this nation. The di- 
rector of the great International Livestock 
Show, who was a recent visitor here, said 
not long ago, that he felt sure cattle were 
due for an advance throughout the nation. 

These two statements, divergent in 
idea, nevertheless, have a direct bearing 
upon the cattle, hog, and sheep situation 
in the Southwest. A great. population 
must be fed, and that requires meat. 
Probably no man in the country is more 
sensitive to a general feeling in cattle cir- 
cles than is the stock man quoted, for he 
is in constant touch with the foremost 
breeders of registered stock in the United 
States, Canada and other countries, and 
these breeders, in turn, secure their im- 
pressions from the vast multitude of ordi- 
producers. There is no present 
actual fact to promote a belief in a cattle 
comeback in the near future, but if the op- 
timistic note is present among the pure- 
bred men in the Middle West, there is a 
cause, the effect of which must reach us. 

Chaotic and in the throes of an economic 
change the Southwestern cattle industry 


has suffered more than the more stabilized 


cattlemen could not impartially view their 
own problems, or if they did, could not ap- 
ply a remedy. Conflicting financial 
sources which realize that a great western 
development is a condition soon to be 
realized, have entered into the cattle field, 
and much of the promoted discontent comes 
from a strukgle for producer and packer 
accounts or paper, with the producer at 
present ground between the milistones. 
One wishes the priority of old methods, 
another a new trade flow, others in watch- 
ful waiting seek to find an entry into the 
situation. 

As evidence of sound general conditions, 
however, consider the big banking power 
that calmly talks about having millions to 
lend on a 50 per cent basis for Southern 
California homes, and other millions to put 
out to Southern California farmers and on 
miscellaneous loans where land security is 
evident. In addition to this, legislation is 
being passed to make the farm and live 
stock security acceptable to national banks 
and the government, and if the past four 


years of agrarian hardship have succeeded 
in forcing lower rates and financial jus- 


finance and outside markets for surplus. 
CAN’T MAKE PAOFIT 


There are some very narrow visioned 
men who do not admit a loss in actual cat- 
tle production on the present prices, al- 
though expense is at a war peak and more 
today. These range men are bearing a 
land tax increase burden, with laber and 
material costs only slightly reduced. They 
cannot produce or feed on the present 
prices and show a profit, no matter how 
competent they are, except in exceptional 
instances. Production can be increased 
and expense cut through improved meth- 
ods, but althovgh that brings the edges 
closer, it does not close the gap. Prices 
must be better to the producer and that 
must come through a general revival, or 
better marketing method. 

The first step toward improved range 
methods and facilities has been taken. 
Financial relief legislation is in prephra- 
tion. A general educational campaign must 
follow. The trol that is advocated of 
open governmen nd off forest reserves is 
a step toward range stability, and loss 
prevention. 

Marketing short cuts might be advocated 
upon various plans. Over in Honolule 
there is a successful producer effort with- 
out retail shops, and it works this way:

A pruning plot following the so-called 
“long system,” with its com plots

The next stop was at the A. B. Gates 
place at Bardsdaie, where an inarched 
gophered Valencia was discussed. A 
Shell Bark control demonstration plot 
in the Sparr Fruit Company's property near 
the High Schoor at Fillmore was the 
next place visited. Prof. W. R. Schoonover, 
extension specialist in citriculture here, 
gave an interesting discussion on the 
trunk and root diseases, 


After luncheon the party went to the 
Rancho Sespe to look over a large block 
of lemons which had never been pruned 
and which are interplanted with trees 
pruned. according to the usual system. 
Manager Howard Pressey gave a short talk 
on the results accomplished. On the same 
ranch the party looked over fifteen rows, 
each representing trees developed from 
buds of parent trees of known high produc 
tion. Prof. Shamel of the United States 
Department of Agriculture is in charge of 
this plot and individual tree records are 
made over the total planting. The next 
place inspected was the A. J. Thille ranch 
on the Foothill Road west of Santa Paula, 
where a ro wof threeyearold Lisbons 
Which had never known a pruning shear or 
saw was started.

Evergreen sort, though some have taken a 
liking to Yancey’s Golden Nugget variety, 
and not without reason, since it is very 
sweet and by habit of growth, adapted to 
small plantings. Experienced gardeners 
know that sweet corn requires a sreat 
deal of irrigation and have supplied their 
plantings with ample amounts of water, 
starting when the plants were about a foot 
hich. They planted several rows parallel. 
for they knew it must be grown this way 
to insure proper pollination. The rows 
were spaced about three feet apart and the 
hills about two and a half, leaving room 
for a wide, shallow furrow between rows 
in which t irrigate and cultivate. The

TIME OF LAYING 
IMPORTANT ITEM 


It is not always the hen that produces 
the most eges in a year that makes the 
most profit; the matter of when she lays 
the most eggs enters largely into the equa 
tion. It a hen produces heavily during 
the winter months, she will probably lay 
quite a large production for the entire year; 
at any rat the eggs she lays during the 
winter time will bring the highest prices 
and the poultryman who caters to a winter- 
laying flock will stand a good chance of 
making a good profit. 

Such is the experience of A. Last, Gilen- 
dale, who has made a success with his-back- | 


yard flock. He reports that fifteen Rhode 
Island Red hens made him a net profit last 
year of $70.70. During the period of Janu- 
ary, 1922, to January, 1923, he says he 
sold from these fifteen hens $107.70 worth 
of eggs at the retail-market price, at a cost 
ot $37 for feed.

I was shown around the field. Some of 
the men were pulling out the larger plants, 
placing them carefully in baskets, kept 
covered with a damp cloth to keep them 
from wilting; others were transplanting 
them to the fields. Still others were strew- 
ing, by. hand, over the remaining plants in 
the beds, the finest of pulverized fertilizer. 
It was a rich, dry barnyard fertilizer and 
had been sifted through wire screens. I no- 
ticed several of the leaves in many of the 
beds were a peculiar shade of brown and 
asked the man what had happened to them. 
He said, “Frost.” There had been a light 
frost a day or two before, something very 
unusual. And while there were paper-cov- 
ered frames for all of the six acres of*hot 
beds, the frost had been so entirely un- 
looked-for that the beds had not been cov 
ered with the frames that night.

overlap sufficiently for proper close-pollina- 
tions, and these are compatible. 

It would seem that the most desirable 
quality in an avocado tree is that it be self- 


it appears that the ones which are given 
first rank are at least not very decidedly 
self-fruitful. in the development of va- 
rieties most suitable for California, special 
attention should be paid to the ability of a 
variety to set fruit to its own pollen, irre 
spective of interplanting. Meanwhile, 
however, most of the present-day varieties 
should be much interplanted agd the group- 
ing should be made (1) accofding to the 
season of bloom; (2) according to the time 
of the day when flowers open for the two 
periods, and, (3) according to whether pol- 
linations are compatible. 

The grouping, according to the season 
of bloom, should now be a relatively easy 
matter. Certainly an early bloomer that is 
self-sterile, like the Harmon, should not be 
interplanted with a late bloomer like the 
Taft. The most proper grouping, according 
to the relative time of the opening of flow- 
ers, can be determined by observation. The 
most compatible relationships in fertiliza- 
tion can be determmed by appropriate ex- 
perimental tests. Very valuable evidence 
as to what to do and what not to do in in- 
terplanting can be obtained by a systematic 
study of numerous plantings of avocados 
with regard to arrangement and grouping, 
records of blooming dates and records of 
individual tree ytelds. 

The effort is being made to determine 
these various facts regarding the setting of 
fruit by avocados, as quickly as possible, 
and to report the findings promptly to the 
growers of this crop in Southern California.

In setting the 
plants, the gardeners scrape away about 
an inch of the top and drier soil, dig down 
with their hand in the soft, moist soil, set 
the plant, and press the latter back around 
the roots, leaving a depression for the 
water, which they apply immediately After. 
Water is applied frequently in the same 
depression for several days, then the soil 
filled in around the stem and the plant is 
left to put out new roots and make its 
growth. They will need little care for 
some time, except for regular cultivations.

LEARNED IN FLORIDA 


ORAN dB — inn Florida we have a rival 
—a real competitor for the citrus trade of 
the United States,“ declared C. E. Utt, 
prominent Tustin citrus grower, who was 
the principal speaker at the recent joint 
meeting of the El Modena and Villa Park 
farm centers, attended by more than 400 
persons. He prophesied a possible change, 
or at least an improvement in the method 
of handling California citrus fruits, and 
the possible delay in opening of the Val- 
encia season. 


“Florida fruit is gaining favor with the 
consuming public,” said Mr. Utt, who was 
a member of the California citrus party 
that recently visited the Florida citrus dis- 
tricts. “In some parts of the country the 
consumers of California oranges, in com- 
paring them with the Florida product, de- 
scribe them as sour and tasteless. Here in 
California, however, we characterize the 
Florida orange in much the same manner. 
But the fact remains that both are in favor 
with the consuming public, with smal] dif- 
ference as to choice. 


“Florida ts w the fruit business to stay 
unless somethmg occurs which wipes her 
groves out. Southern California is in the 
same boat; we are in the game to stay un- 
less something unforéseen happens: for 
instance, an infestation of the Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly, which would put us out of 
the running completely. Florida is im- 
periled by the cold ‘northers,’ for frost is 
her worst enemy. But as long as normal 
conditions prevail, we will be rivals and 
competitors in the citrus markets of the 
United States. 

“It is deplorable that we are shipping 
so much frozen fruit and shipping so early. 
We are also placing too much trash on the 
market. When these conditions are re- 
moved, I think we will be in much better 
position to compete with our worthy op- 
ponent. 

“I do not believe Florida will ever drive 
us out of the citrus business, but I do be 
lieve she will drive us to improvement in 
our methods. We will have to ship better 
fruit, amd we will have to delay the open- 
ing of the Valencia season. Florida's 
strides toward market supremacy have 
been remarkable in the past few years. 
They are planting ten acres to our one in 
citrus frw&s, and most of it in Valencia 
oranges and grapefruit. 

worst problem is drainage; they 
have entirely too much water on their 
lands; though in certain months they are 
also affected by drought. To solve the 
drainage problem Florida must quadruple 
her drainage system. The cost will be 
enormous, running into many millions of 


feet a in the home garden; peppers 
about — by three feet and essplant 
about the same as peppers. The latter 
require a rich soil and the plants should 
be shaded after transplanting with a lath 
or a board placed on the south side of 
them. Favored varieties of the tomato 
are the Stone, Home, San Jose Canner and 
Ponderosa or Beefsteak. The best home 
garden sweet pepper is the Ruby King, 
while for the pungent type, the Anaheim 
chili is most often planted. The New York 
Improved is the only eggplant that does 
very well here. 


The root and salad vegetable plot is 
more or less of an all-theyear-around in- 
stitution in the Southern California home 
garden. Jut at this time, the lettuce plant- 
ed early is maturing heads, with Los An- 
geles Market variety most in evidence. 
Beets, carrots, green onions, radishes, tur- 
nips and mustard for greens are being 
planted for the summer supply. Most of 
the plantings of these vegetables are be- 
ing made by the double row system, as 
time and experience has proven it the 
most practicable and the most productive 
of desired results. The root and salad 
crops are given frequent irrigations, so as 
to force them along to maturity, as they 
are not of good quality when the growth 
is checked, The Detroit Dark Red or Early 
Egyptian beet, the Oxhear: or Danvers 
Half Long carrot, the Bunching onion, the 
Scariet Turnip, White Tip or White Icicle 
radish, the Purple Top White Globe tur- 
nip and Ostrich Plume mustard are the 
favorite varieties of these vegetables with 
the Southern California gardeners, as all 
have been proven adapted to planting here, 
both in the home and commercial gardens. 


CIRCULAR ON WEEDS 


The repeated cutting of the plant below 
the surface during the growing season will 
kill the wild morning-glory in one year, 
says Clyde C. Barnum, author of Circular 
No. 256, on “The Control of the Wild Morn- 
ing-Glory,” recently issued by the Univer- 
sity of California Agricultural Experiment 
Station. The implement used for cutting 
the plant is a weed knife with horizontal 
blades, and he recommends that the in- 
terval between cuttings should not be great- 
er than five days if possible, the aim be- 
ing to prevent green leaves from ever ap- 
pearing. Moruing-glory.“ Mr. Barnum 
writes, “is the most serious weed pest in 
California today and is found in areas suf- 
ficient to be of economic importance in 
thirty counties of the State. Its widespread 
distribution, following the path of extensive 
agricultural development in the richest 
soils of the State, indicates plainly the seri- 
ous menace of the weed to agriculture.”

With this familiarity will 
come an inetinctive capacity to detect 
trouble in its incipiency, and he will be able, 
by tightening a loose bolt or making «a 
slight adjustment of some part, to avoid se 
rious trouble that might have affected his 
capacity to get the work done when it 
should be done. 

farmer who owns a tractor should 
make a rule to acquire a fundamental 
knowledge of mechanics. This can be done 


| Without great loss of time and at slight ex- 


pense, by taking a short courve at a tractor 
school. A fer weeks in the slack 
. spent at a school and 
the knowledge thus gained will be 
worth many times the cost. If the owner 
cannot go himself and has a son old enough 
to attend such a school, he can invest in 
no more profitable venture than by sending 
the latter. Or, perhaps, one of the perma- 
nent hired hands shows the proper adapt- 
ability to this work; it will pay to send him 
to a school, for the experience he will gain 
there will be made available on the farm. 
It is becoming more and more easy to ac 
quire this kind of knowledge, for many of 
the large tractor manufacturers hold regu- 
lar courses of instruction at different points 
throughout the country. While, in Califor- 
nia, at least, the State University conducts 
regular “short courses,” open to all for a 
merely nominal fee. These courses are car- 
ried right to the farmers in various parts 
the State. 


In the selection of help to carry on farm 
operations, the tractor farmer should en- 
deavor to choose men who have a natural 
aptitude toward machinery, for the man 


| who loves his work is always the man who 


does it best. The man who is interested in 


machinery likes to study it and learn how 
around 


the wheels co „ and why. in his 
search to gratify his curiosity he acquires 
a good knowledge of the o tion of that 
machine, and, if anything wrong with 
it, he is keen to remedy the trouble and 
restore the machine to normal. The man 
who lacks interest in the tools with which 
he works will never master their use, and 
his work will show his inefficiency. 
KEEP SPARE PARTS 

Tractors are now fairly standardized, and 
it is possible to obtain necessary parts for 


repairs or replacement from the dealers 
who handle the machines. The wise power- 


- farmer Will always keep on hand the essen- 


tial spare parts for his machine, just as he 
would keep a spare tire for his automdbile. 
The breaking of a part in the midst of a 
busy field operation may mean the delay of 
but a few minutes if a duplicate of that part 
is kept in reserve, whereas, if the owner 
trusted to luck and had to send to town or 
to the factory for it, the whole crew might 
waste many hours or days of precious time. 

It fs in matters of this kind that the 
greatest disparity in results of tractor op- 
eration are shown. The forehanded-man an- 
ticipates his needs, keeps the necessary 
“first-aid” equipment on hand, and loss of 
time through accidents is negligible. The 
same operator will undoubtedly be the kind 
that believes in knowing everything pagsi-

To get the best results from tractor 
farming the prospective purchaser should 
study his needs before deciding upon the 
type and size of tractor to buy.

the division of crop end tive-stock estt- 
mates of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Early March conditions were 
very promising, but cold north winds de- 
pleted the soll mois:ure, checked growth 
and forced the maturity of the early an- 

nuals. The result is, that while ranges 
are covered with small plants, the foliage 
is very close to the ground and drying 
rapidly. The Mogollon-White Mountain 
section shows the best feed condition in 
Arizona; the western third of the State 
shows the poorest. In the south<entral 
portion, the range is reported good, though 
the rains have been spo.ted. The south- 
eastern section was badly in need of rain 
at the time of the report. Cattle are gen- 
erally in very good conditiomy the report 
says, due largely to the mildness of the 
winter jus: passed. Reports a few weeks 
ago indicated a good calf crop. Some 
feeding was reported in Cochise and Gra- 
bam counties and general feeding was ex- 
pected to become necessary in these coun- 
ties unless rain came soon. Several cars 
of new hay, both alfalfa aud grain, had al- 
ready moved from the souchern irrigated 


. valleys by April 15, the yield of early hay 


being reported larger than usual. Sheep 
are reported to be in excellent condition, 
though unfavorable conditions in February 
somewhat lowered the increase percentage 
from the expected. Trail-bands started on 
the trip to the summer ranges early in 
April and return rail shipments are well 
under way.

where relatively few losses occur before 
the disease is suppressed. Modern methods 
of control consist of the immunization of 
susceptible animals and strict quarantine 
Against a spread of the infection. Unlike 
Many other disease germs, which die 
a short time outside of the animal body, the 
anthrax germ will live for years in the soil, 
and, to avoid extensive and long lasting 
soll contamination, drastic measures should 
be taken to prevent dissemination of the 
germs from animals sick or dead of anthrax. 
Early diagnosis is imperative in order prop 
erly to safeguard the livestock industry in 
this State.”

HE exceptional success attending tur- 
T key-raising in the desert dates back 

to prehistoric times, when the wild 
turkeys native to the Southwest were do- 
mesticated by the Indians. The bronze tur- 
keys of modern times are descended di- 
rectly from the flocks of the Zuni turkey 
girls. Greatly to the advantage of desert 
ranchers, these turkeys have never out- 
grown their preference for desert sun 
shine, dry air and wind. 

Out in the Central Mojave Desert, near 
the Santa Fe Railroad Station of Minneola, 
some reconnoitering among the sand dunes 
and thickets of greasewood will reveal an 
attractive ranch, hedged by cottonwoods 
and flowering tamarisk.

The adaptation of turkeys to the desert 
does not obviate the need of a considerable 
investment. They cannot grow fat on des- 
ert bugs and seeds, for, although they make 
the best of the wild forage, turkeys must 
bave plenty of green feed, with regular daily 
rations of alfalfa, onion tops, kale, tender 
grain blades, or whatever is best suited 
to the time of year. And, for economical 
production, most of the fattening food, such 
as barley, wheat and cern, must be raised 
at home. Hence the requirement for su 
cessful “turkeying,” as for orcharding or 
truck- gardening, is an adequate water sup- 
it was indeed the presence of a good 
xround-water supply in the extensive val 
ley between Dagget and Newberry that 
determined the location of Turkeyville 
Mannen, The Mojave River runs along the 
northwest border of the ranch and both 
springs and tlowing wells are found in the 
east end. In this location water was found 
only eighteen feet down. The owners 
drilled the well to a solid base at 173 feet,

counted on in a year from each turkey hen, 
the death rate of turkey poults being very 
high. Messrs. Skobel and Haimut, however, 
say they succeed in getting more than 
twice that many poults to the hen. They 
declare they bring through about 95 per 
cent of the poults hatched, though one year 
the percentage fell to 83. This falling-off 
they blame onto some feeding experiments 
they conducted with sour milk. The proper 
feeding of turkey poults is a science tem- 
pered by constant diseretion. in this deli-

there was the by-no-means-small item for 
fencing. The entire 160 acres is fenced 
with substantial four-foot chicken wire, 
giving the birds the range of about 100 
acres of greasewood land. And they greatly 
appreciate the privilege of hunting grass- 
hoppers and lizards, scratching in the sand 
dunes and resting in the shade of their fa- 
vorite kiad of shelter. Nor do they ever 
tail to come back to their coops toward 
evening, to be locked in tight, sides and 
top, safe from such varmints as coyotes and 
weasels. 

The forty-five acres of alfalfa are theirs 
to range over also, but the birds are not de- 
structive. After filling their craws with 
greens they roam on to do their scratching 
in the grease wood. During the few months 
in the winter, when the alfalfa fields are 
dormant, fields of wheat or barley furnish 
the green feed. Then, when the grain ripens 
in the spring, the turkeys are turned in to 
do the harvesting and threshing. 

Last summer the Turkeyville partners 
raised five acres of Indian and Mexican 
corn. Corn is decried as a crop for arid re- 
gions. Not many people seem to be aware 
that the Indians of the Southwest have 
always raised corn, and that the Hopis, to 
this day, make it grow in the sands of the 
Painted Desert, without a drop of irrigating 
Water. Hundreds of sacks of plump ears 
Were harvested from the small patch on the 
Turkeyville Ranch and stored in the gran- 
ury. it ja shelled in a hand mill, as needed 
for falling. the job being lett for windy 
chs vx. instead of rainy ones as is the case 
in the East. 

These desert turkey ranchers have dis- 
covered some interesting and important 
things about the imdustry. According to 
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prepares a special minced food of hard 
boiled eggs, onion tops and young alfalfa. 
She uses three turkey eggs to every 1" 
poults, and this feed is supplemented with 
corn bread and dry oatmeal. Safely 
through the first two weeks, the poults are 
turned into the alfalfa. In addition, a little 
mixed chick feed is scattered to them. 

No incubators are used on this ranch, as 
all of the eggs are hatched by turkey hens. 
The nesting-coops are labeled and dated 
and Mrs. Haimut knows exactly when to 
expect the new broods. For the first few 
days, after the poults are hatched, the 
hens are kept cooped up, while the poults 
run in and out. 

“The hens want to be boss at first,” ex- 
plained Mr. Skobel. “If you let them out, 
they will not come back to their own coops. 
But you show them that you are boss, and 
then after a few days, when you let them 
loose again, they will come oack to the 
right coon every time.” 

The ranch is starting the new season with 
about fifty hens. That is the lowest the 
partners permit the number to drop. The 
first batch of poults comes out in March 
and, from that time on, the hatching con- 
tinues rapidly until a maximum of ~ about 
1000 birds is reached. 

The last gobblers, some fine thirty and 
thirty-five pounders, were sold for Easter 
this year. Most of the marketing is done 
for the Thanksgiving and Christmas trade, 
as the partners prefer to clean up the “har- 
vest” in one brief spell. Last year they 
shipped five tons of dressed turkeys to Los 
Angeles. 

One person can pick and dress about forty 
turkeys in a day, according to the proprt 
etors of the Turkeyville Ranch, who declare 


that such a feat is regularly performed = by 
Mrs. Haimut. The birds that are shipped 
are cf premier class, commanding the top 
prices. Refrigerating does not have to be 
resorted to, as the nights are cold in the 
fall. The turkeys are picked one day, hung 
over night and shipped the next. 

While specializing in an industry that 
began to make returns from the first year, 
the partners have given the possibilities 

their property much thought and have 
tried out many different kinds of fruits. 
grains and vegetables. There has not been 
time to determine definitely the results with 
the various kinds of fruit trees, but = all 
have grown ia proven.

Suddenly the deserted and dl 
lapidated sheds become the center of acth- 
ity. The shearing-loor and campfire life 
ure among the most interésting aspects of 
the live-stock business in this picturesque 
country. 

Until the last few years, the sheep winter- 
ing on the descrt in Central Arizona were 
driven te laree central camps to be sheared. 
Now there aur. many small shearing-sheds 
situnted at convenient pleces. It is con- 
sidered better management to take the 
shearers to the sheep than to trail the 
flocks great distances to central plants on 
the raffroad. The wool is freighted to 
Shipping points in big freight wagons and 
trailers drawn by trucks or horses and 
loaded directly on the cars. 

Upward of a half million sheep are win- 
tered on the desert ranges in Arizona. 
Shearing is done mostly where the sheep 
ure wintered and before they are moved 0 
„mmer ranges. in favorable weather, the 
is removed before lambing. Every 
time lambs are threshed around and put 
through the dusty pens and cutting-chutes, 
their growth is checked and the profits are 
reduced. Unshorn ewes are better mothers 
in a cold, rainy spell because cold ewes will 
not linger with weak lambs. 

The shearing-pen is a busy place. I land- 
ed at the plant at Beardsley one Sunday 
morning before the dew was off the backs 
of the sheep. The sheepowners and their 
herders were shooing sheep into the pens. 
Out in front, away from the dust, three 
portly, well-dressed men, sat on sacks filled 
with woot. Thev were there for business. 
One was an eastern wool-buyer, another so- 
lici.ated freight for a particular 
road east of the Missouri River, and 
the third man represented the local Santa 
Fe line. These men were interested in 
buying or shipping wool. They were well 
informed regarding some particular phases 
of the wool industry. For them interest 
centered around the wool sacks rather than 
the sheep from which the wool came. 

A car was almost loaded with wool and 
I took the opportunity to inquire about 
freight rates and shipping the wool. “These 
sacks of wool weigh 250 to 350 pounds,” 
said my informant. “In Arizona the sacks 
average around 280 pounds. They are 
ligldter than the sachs from the Northwest 
by about 100 pounds, because the wool here 
has less sand, dirt and grease in it.” 

“How much can you get into a car?” I 
asked. 

“That depends upon the size of the car,” 
was the answer. “There are three sizes of 
cars and each one must be loaded with a 


put more than these weights of wool in a 
ear, but the regular freight rate is collect- 
ed for everything in excess of these 
weights.” 

The wool man said he remembered = a 
carload of wool shipped from Willicms to 
Roston, which had 59,860 pounds of wool In 
it. This is about a record carload of wool 
shipped from Arizona, he declared. The 
wool firm of Bankhead & Henderson loaded 
178 sacks of wool, averaging 280 pounds, 
in a 44-foot car this year, I learned. This 
made a load of 49,840 pounds. 

The freight on wool from Beardsley to 
Boston is $3 per hundredweight in carload 
lots. This is over $720 for the smallest 
car and twice this amount for a large car 
loaded to its maximum. The through rate 
from San Diego or San Francisco is only 
$1.25 per hundredweight. This is less than 
half as much as it costs to ship wool from 
Arizona to the same market. Arizona sheep 
men object to this discrimination, as the 
distance is 500 miles less than from the 
Coast. 

“Your wool from Arizona is a mighty 
fine grade,” said the wool-buyer. “Sheep 
men think in terms of the total weight of 
wool secured from an average sheep in the 
flock. We dealers must have something 
more definite to go by. Our bids and prices 
are always made according to the scoured 
yield and grade of the wool. A dealer would 
go to the wall in less than no time if he 
did not know how to estimate how much 
loss there is in different wools. Of course 
there is a distinct difference in the wool 
from the different States and also in that 
within the same State. Almost every boy 
er can tell where wool was produced by 
looking at it. The wool grown in a district 
which has heavy rains will be whiter and 
have less yolk in it than that from the 
northern deserts. On the other hand, this 
desert wool has the oil burnt out of it by 
the intense heat during summer. it will 
scour well, averaging right around 61 per 
cent.” 

“There is a big difference between the 
value of an eight-pound fleece, which scours 
60 per cent and one that scours 75 per 
cent,” said the man from the “Hub.” In 
this country, when we speak of scouring, we 
refer to how much dirt and waste wool has, 
rather than to the percentage of pure, 
scoured wool fiber. Other countries say 
what they mean and give the per cent of 
scoured wool instead of the dirt, as we do. 
Very rarely will any wool offered for sale 
scour more than half its weight in clean 
wool. Most of the wool, which is as fine 


as the Arizona wool, scours away two-thirds 


to three-quarters its weight. An eight-pound 


scribing wool is the “spinning-count.” This 
is a trade term to indicate how long a yarn 
can be spun from one pound of wool. K is 
expressed in terms of “hanks; one hank 
being 560 yards. Arizona wool is fine and 
will spin around fifty-eight hanks to the 
pound. This means that one pound of wool 
will spin a yarn which will reach nearly 
two miles from end to end. 

The wool from Arizona sheep reaches 
market just after the heaviest importation 
of wool from Australia and it is needed 
to mix with the long fine wool from the An- 
tipodes. With the exception of rather small 
quantities of fine wool secured from New 
Mexicc, Texas, Oregon and Ohio, the woo! 
produced in the infant state is the finest 
and scours the most clean wool for its fine 
ness on the market. During the last twenty 
years, sheept.en have been using many 
rams from the button breeds to cross with 
the fine-wooled ewes. As a result, the woo! 
has become coarser and it is dificult to 
secure encugh of the fine grades to supply 
the demand 

{ was more interested in sheep than in 
wool because they produce the wool and 
also lambs. These same sheep make a 
whole lot of mighty hard-up sheepmen every 
now and then. Sheep are droll stock, they 
know just how far to humble their owners 
und then make fortanes fer the brave men 
who refuse to desert the “woolies” Two 
years ago sheepmen were so hard up they 
couldn't ten funny stories. Now they see 
their way out of the black gloom which had 
enveloped them. 

“Are you not glad sheering is over for 
this year?” was my salutation to A J 
LeBaron, who was just putting his last band 
of sheep into the shed. He took my hand, 
smiled and shook his head: “Oh, it does 
not matt r nach he said “We are 
sure to run up against something that ts 
worse than shearing. It is just one thing 
after ancther for sheepmen. If it is not 
shearing, it's lambing, or messing with 
starving sheep, which is worse. There is 
a long drive ahead of us one of these days 
when the desert dries before reaching 
summer ranges. That means lots of grief 
pushing foolish sheep and lambs = across 
streams and keeping them moving along 
driveways almost as bare of vegetation as 
your hat. 

“Right up there.“ he said, pointing to a 
gap in the mountains, “we have to ford a 
dozen streams in going as many, miles. 
Then, for variety, we take a turn at paying 
feed bills, herders, taxes and graving fees. 
Just about when things begin to look bet 
ter, the coyotes, bears and mountain-lions 
eat up our lambs and the sheep make a raid

Arizona,” said one of the halfdlozen sheep 
men gathered around a shearing-shed.” 
“There is not one pure-bred breed of sheep 
which will rustie and do well on our ranges. 
You must be with the sheep during drouths 
to understand the hardships whicn sheep 
must go through in the range country. Last 
year our sheep lived sixty days on woah 
browse alone. Yearlings and wethers can 
stand browsing better than ewes, which 
often go crazy, and die just before lambing 
The Rambouillet breed is the best for Ari 
zona ranges, but the big. rugged type that 
look like Shetland ponies and are without 
any wool on the face are what we want in 
the rams. Of course the wool mist be 
long, dense and of fair fineness.” 

One of the sheepmen, however, summed 
up the breeding problem as follaws: 1 
have tried almost everything in the way of 
breed and blood in the sheep line. Mutton 
blood always lightens the fleece, injures 
the flocking habits and makes a less profit. 
able flock. I have come to the conclusion 
that when an Arizona sheepman gets out of 
Rambouillets, he is getting out of the sheep 
business. As far as I am concerned. this 
breed has everything needed if the right 
selection is made.” 

When the last sheep is shorn for any 
owner, the shorn animals are started out 
to the range, and, in less*than five minutes. 
the pens are filled with a new lot. This ix 
an interesting time for the sheepmen who 
‘re right on hand to watch what the wool 
looks like as it falls from the  shearer’s 
blades. Then it is that the wool is sampled 
carefuliy and discugsed by the sheepow n- 
ers. The owner is restless till night comes. 
when be can calculate the average weight 
of the Geeces from the tally of sheep shorn 
and the weight of the wool sacked. 

The total wool clip in Arizona amounts 
to about 6,000,000 pounds annually. The 
Navajo Indian sheep shear only three to 
three and one-half pounds of wool. and crdi- 
rary flocks average around six and one-half 
pounds. The Grand Canyon Sheep Com 
pany averaged seven pounds of wool per 
head in 1912, with a very big outfit. By 1917 
the average had reached nine and five. 
tenths pounds, and the last two years this 
concern has had 4000 sheep which have av. 
eraged twelve and one-half pounds This 
shows that the yield of wool can be in- 
creased by careful breeding and culling 
In range flocks are found sheep which have 
light fleeces of inferior quality, along with 
well-wooled sheep. These inferior sheep 
should be culled out when being shorn, or 


murked in some way that will dist 
them later. ** 


As a rule, the sheepmen contract with 
the shedowners for the entire work of 
shearing, supplying the sacks and twine and 
louding on cars, at a certain rate per sheep. 
The corral-boss hires all shearers and other 
men und manages everything after the 
sheep are placed in the corrals. 

The plant consists of a long, covered 
shed, with a main passageway about ten 
feet wide down the middle. An overhead 
shafting extends the entire length of the 
shed and this has attachments for a clip 
ping machine every ten feet. The unshorn 
sheep are held in small pens containing 
about twenty head each. These pens are 
either placed above or opposite a similar 
pen for holding the shorn sheep. Empty 
wool sacks serve as doors to these pens. 
Each shearer has a pen of unshorn sheep 
and another for the shorn sheep. The rec- 
ord of the day's work is secured by totaling 
the number of sheep put into the pen used 
for holding the sheared sheep. The «corral- 
men keep the pens filled with unshorn 
sheep and the fcremen always count out 
the sheep that have been sheared. 

The corrals, cutting-chutes, engine and 
everything around the plant are owned by 
the corral-man. The shearers supply their 
own shearing-blades. All that the sheep- 
men own is the wool and the sheep. They 
probably live in the northern part of the 
State and may never strike that particular 
part of the desert again. Last year the 
sheepmen wanted to economize and rented 
the sheds and equipment rather than pay 
what was asked by the shedowners. Ap 
parently they did not care for the shearing. 
business, for there is no talk of them op- 
erating on their own account this year. 

The shed foreman was an old shearer and 
took much interest in the business. Said 
he: “We are getting broken in, and this al- 
Ways requires a week or ten days. Yester- 
day the twelve shearers averaged 109 sheep 
in seven hours. Today they worked the 
same length of time and averaged 132 sheep 
for the entire crew. Two men peeled 170 
sheep each today. This gang will knock 
out right around 170 fleeces every day after 
getting broken in and striking their pace.” 

A little mental arithmetic shews that 
these shearers earn $17 per day, since they 
are paid at the rate of 10 cents for every 
sheep shorn. The shearers are a nomadic 
grou} of men, who make a specialty of the 
business. Beginning on the desert in Ari 
zona, in March, they keep maving north, 
and shear as they travel. After leaving 
Arizona, they go into New Mexico, Colorado, 
Utah, California and finally end the season 
in Montana and Washington in July. Dur- 
ing the season of less than five months. 


them $1.25 per day in most camps. The 
wool sacker receives §6 per day and there 
are, in addition, two floormen and two cor. 
ral-helpers. On top of this, the owner must 
get something for his shed, corrals and oth. 
er equipment and his own time. Wool sacks 
cost 45 cents each and the twine for sewing 
them costs $1.25 per pound. The paper 
twine used for tieing fleeces costs 40 cents 
per pound. Five pounds of this twine will 
tie 250 fleeces, making almost 1 cent per 
fleece. 

Shearing gives the sheepmen an opportu- 
nity to check up on the number of skeep 
they own. “We all know that some stray 
sheep have got into our bands and that 
sothe of our own have strayed,” one man ex 
plained. “Until the stray puller takes out 
these sheep and we gather our own from 
other outfits, we have no idea how many 
sheep we own.” 

At all the shearing-plants an inspector 
is on the job “pulling strays.” These men 
are hired by the association and they are 
required to gather all stray sheep and keep 
them till they can be returned to their 
owners. Every sheep has some mark of 
identification on it Earmarks and brands 
are most used. The inspector looks through 
the entire flock and takes out all stray 
sheep. Ewes with lambs are caught and 
their uaders are smeared with lamp black 
and oil before they are turned out with Gerth 
lambs. After a time the ewe will find her 
lamb and the lamb will celebrate by lunch- 
ing. The head of the lamb gets painted 
black and it can easily be identified and 
separated into the stray band along with 
the mother. 

Shearing must be finished in April on 
the deserts and the flocks moved close to 
the railroads or foothills. The scant supply 
of moisture gives out and the alfilaria, tal 
low-weed and Indian wheat wither and be- 
come as dry as hay in three days. I have 
seen bands of fat sheep which have not 
had a drop of water to drink between Janu- 
ary 5 and April 1%. During this time the 
lush forage supplied all the moisture re- 
avired. Woe to any flock caught out on the 
uesert when the feed dries, for water rarely 
can be found nearer than thirty miles. 

Now the sheep are leaving the deserts for 
their summer ranges in cool parks in 
Northern Arizona. In a month or two they 
will be on their way. Ewes left the desert 
last year in late April, fat, strong and with 
a good lamb crop tagging after them. Many 
of these desert sheep will arrive on sum- 
mer ranges with two months’ growth of 
wool on their backs before shearing has 
finished in the flocks wintered there. 


Real back-breaking work is done by the 
shearers, who work at a furious rate. They 
line along the main passageway and under 
the driving shaft which propels the clip- 
pers. Sometimes as many as a score of 
shearers are at work, but usually ten to 
twelve are considered the best unit. As 
soon as the sheep is sheared, the woo! is 
kicked back to one side, while the shearer 
is getting the kink out of his back, and 
then he dives for another sheep. I held my 
watch while the shearers were working and 
some of the best of them were using less 
than two minutes per sheep.

An Early Romance Made a Deep 
Impression on Lincoln 

T WAS here in Southwestern Indiana, 

too, according to a bit of autobiography 
which he once related to a friend, that ro- 
mance for him was born. This friend told 
me the story years ago, and it still remains, 
so far as I know, the most revealing thing 
that we have of this side of Lincoln's na- 
ture in the Indiana period. The awaken- 
ing started in an incident common enough 
in that day. A passing wagon had broken 
down near the Lincoln home. There were 
a woman and two girls in the party, and,

with pioneer hospitality, Mrs. Lincoln had 
invited them to cook in her kitchen while | 
repairs were making. While waiting, the | 
woman read the children stories from | 
books she had with her, the first, Lincoln 
says, he ever heard. One of the girls took | 
bis fancy; he could not forget her after the 
party moved on, and began to spin a ro 
mance. He would take his father’s horse, 
follow the wagon and persuade the girl to 
elope. In imagination he did so, and 
they started off across the prairie. 
But the horse came back to camp. 
Three times they tried this, and every time | 
the horse came back. And then they con- 
cluded they ought not to elope. But that 
was not the end; he stayed in the camp un- 
til he had won the father’s consent to mar- 
ry the girl! This, he told his friend, he 
believed to be “the beginning of love” with 
him. 


It is safe to say, I think, that in these 
fourteen years that Lincoln spent in South- 
western Indiana, hard as he labored, pinch- 
ing as the times often may have been, 
meager as his apparent opportunities, his 
nature and his mind were awakened to the 
noble ideas and emotions, and while he un- 
doubtedly came in close contact with mean- 
ness, grossness, vulgarity of every sort, and 
while undoubtedly he shrank from no ex 
perience and no exhibit of human nature, 
he came through unscathed. It was a fine, 
big, manly, thoughtful boy that left Indiana 
in the spring of 1830, for in March of that 
year the Lincolns “moved out.” Their de 
termination had been taken the year before, 
preparations had been made through the 
winter, and in March they started. 

The reasons for this move, the trip and 
their first home in Ulinois, will be the sub 
ject of the next chapter.

They are 
read by the portion of the public least able 
to assess their fidelity to actual conditions 
and most susceptible to the false glamour 
that invests them.. They are not of suffi- 
cient literary significance to rouse the dis 
cussion that works like ‘Ulysses’ or ‘Many 
Marriages’... excite, and they ap- 
peal to the casual reader where in the 
main these latter have Interests only for 
the few.

“I wonder how many American doctors 
would stand by if they knew that in an

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both ‘stomachache’ and ‘indigestion’ is the 
gall bladder. It was formerly thought that 
there was nothing wrong with the-¢all blad- 
der unless one had gallstones and the ex 
cruciating pain that usually accompanies 
them. A number of years ago I came to 
believe that a diseased gall bladder, with 
no stones present, is often the seat of pains 
which we call indigestion. 


“The gall bladder is a muscular, fibrous 
bag about the size of a seckel pear. It lies 
just under the liver, with its large end 
nearly touching the abdominal wall to the 
richt of and just above the navel; its ca- 
pacity is about one and a half ounces. It 
is a storage reservoir for the bile, one of 
the digestive fluids. Bile is being constant- 
ly manufactured in the liver, from which 
it proceeds toward the small: intestine 
through a tube. The gall bladder is at- 
tached to this bile tube in such a Way as to 
permit the bile to back up into the gall 
‘bladder between meals. During meals the 
gall bladder contracts and ejects the bile 
inte the small intestine, where it is mixed 
with the food and assists in its digestion. 

“When the gall bladder Wecomes dis 
eased, its walls are thickened and lose, the 
power to contract and empty the gall biad- 
@er. Furthermore, the mucous membrane 
which limes the gall bladder secretes large 
quantities of mucus under these conditions, 
and this mucus renders the bile thicker 
than normal, increasing the difficulty for 
the gall bladder to empty itself. Then, too, 
this mucous lining under these conditions be- 
comes congested and swollen, reducing the

“Many cases of bilious headaches are due 
to a diseased gall bladder. The headache

“What are we to do for the diseased gal] 
bladder? We should with the most 
important cause of the trouble, and correct 
the diet. This will remove the digestive 
disturbance from which the diseased gun 
bladder originated. All sweets should be 
eliminated; fats should be used very spar- 
ingly, expecially in cases of long standing. 
Constipation should be overcome by use of 
a sufficient amount of laxative food.

“Everything possible should be done to 
raise the patient's resistance. In no chronic 
condition is the good effect of systematic 
exercise, fresh air, plenty of water, and

Abraham's Love of Books Was De- 
veloped at an Early Age 


T WAS in books, however, that Lin 

began, probably as early as ten years 
age, to find the most satisfying food 
his curious, searching mind. We have 
own word for it that the first book 
stirred his curiosity in regard to this 
try and how it came into being, as w 
awakened his reverence for the ideas 
hind it was Weem’s “Life of Washington.” 

In February of 1861, when he was on his 
way to his inauguration, he told the Senate 
of New Jersey that this book fell into his 
hands in the earliest days of his being able 
to read, and that the impressions it made 
had lasted longer than any others. And 
they were fine impression8}—of men strug- 
gling for their liberty—they stirred his 
imagination and assumed more and more 
importance in his mind; they meant some- 
thing more to him than national independ- 
ence, he said; they held out “a great 
promise to all the people of the world, for 
all time to come.” 


I have always believed that the book 
whieh gave body to this aroused interest, 
which helped him to define and clarify the 
notions that the “Life of Washington” had 
aroused in him, was a book which one of 
his older friends in the neighborhood, Mr. 
David Turnham, of the town nearest to the 
Lincolns, Gentryville, put in his way. David 
Turnham was the Sheriff of the county, an 
able and kindly pioneer, in whom Lincoln 
had aroused a very genuine interest. It 
was in his home that Lincolm came across 
this book, “The Revised Statutes of In- 
diana.” 

The title does not sound hopeful, but as 
an introduction to the statutes, the book 
contained the Declaration of Independence, 
the Constitution of the United States, the 
Act of Virgiaia passed in 1783, by which 
the territory “northwestward of the River 
Ohio was conveyed to the United States,” 
and the Articles of 1787 for governing this 


territory, containing the famous article 
reading: 
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“There shall be neither slavery nor 
involuntary servitude in the said ter- 
ritory, otherwise than in punish- 
ment of crimes, wherof a y shall 
have been duly convicted; provided al- 
ways that any person escaping into the 
same, from whom labor or service is

All this ts based on the popular error, 
common among physicians as well as “lay- 
men,” that disease is a mysterious entity, 
or “dispensation of Providence,“ and that 
it can be cured by something mysterious, 
or rare, or strange, from ,without. 

I have seen these “wonderful discoveries” 

come and go, for sixty years. They have 
accomplished nothing. Filth diseases, like 
the plague, and typhus and smallpox, have 
been checked, not by medicines, but by 
greater cleanliness. Following war and 
famine, when there is much filth, they re- 
appear locally. 
D Meanwhile, disease luke tuberculosis and 
cancer, and Bright's disease, due to wrong 
living, continue to increase—also hospitals 
and “cures.” 

If every case of tuberculosis, or cancer, 
were “stamped” out today, they would be 
gin to reappear tomorrow, as people live in 
a way to cause them. 

The chief evil of these fallacious cures 
is that they arouse false hopes, and 

sufferers to postpone, until it is perhaps 
late, the only real cure—to cease doing 
which makes you sick.

“Many and far reaching are the effects of 
diet under both normal and pathological 
conditions. The science of nutrition which 
is attempting to study the subject in detail 
by the use of experimental animals, and by 

&"4linical observations, is only well launched 

om an interesting sea of discoveries. Much 
of the experimental work has been on the 
growth-promoting properties of foods, or 
their toxic properties, and although the re 
sults have been most enlightening, yet too 
broad ,interpretations have sometimes been 
made. A somewhat later method of attack 
on these nutritional problems has been the 
observation of specific influences of food 
deficiencies or toxins on the various tissues 
and organs of the body. There, again, we 
must not draw too sweeping conclusions, 
but the indications from animal experimen- 
tation may offer suggestions to be tried out 
by the clinician. 

; „Bones, teeth, nerves apd specialized 
glands have been demonstrated to be the 
seat of trouble in the several deficiency dis- 
‘eases, and new hypotheses are continually 
being advanced Which make it seem prob- 
able that there may be other organs which 
are affected by specific deficiencies. Can it 
be that there is an unidentified food factor 
which ts necessary for reproduction? Dr. 
N. M. Evans of California made this sug- 
gestion recently in a report given at the 
meetings of the Federated Biological So 

® cieties in Toronto. 

Other Investicators besides Dr. Evans 
have observed that rats on purified ‘syn- 
thetic’ diets do not reproduce normally al- 
though growth on such diets appear to 
perfectly satisfactory. By the 
certain natural foodst.fs such lettuce 
and whole wheat to these purified diets, fer- 
tility is restored and healthy 
raised.”

After the surgeons discovered that a 
dog's appendix was different from that of a 
human being, did they abandond the prac’ 
tice of cutting it out? They did not. The 
operation was altogether too profitable. 


The cutting out of the appendix is some- 
times delusion, in other cases plain graft. 
What is called “appendicitis” is infamma- 
tion of the lower bowel, caused by impacted 
feces, due to wrong eating, making it im- 
possible for other contents to pass. In a 
great many cases e appendix is not in- 
volved. A physician who has assisted in 
thirty-four operations for appendicitis, says 
he has never seen a diseased appendix. 
Even when it is diseased and full of pus, 
under rational treatment the contents will 
discharge through the gut. When the ap 
pendix is rotted, to operate is sure death. 
Cutting out the appendix cannot, of course, 
cure, as it ess not remove the cause. 

The appendix is a necessary organ of the 
oy, serving to lubricate the bowel. Re- 
moval—when it does not kill—is followed 
by Ufelong constipation, with occasional 
diarrhoea. 


Somewhat of a ripple occurred in the 
Paris Academy of Medicine over appendl 
citis. Prof. Dieulafoy criticised the surgical 
frauds played upon the public all over the 
world.

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At this stage of the crisis the British 
government came forward with what is 
known as the Stevenson Plan to limit the 
production of rubber by a sliding scale of 
expert taxes designed to boost the price. 
Since then American tire manufacturers 
have been paying increasing prices for raw 
rubber, while British rubber planters waxed 
financially fat at the expense of American 
motorcar owners. The price has gone from 
13 cents per pound to over 30 cents. 


The Department of Commerce estimates 
that the Stevenson Plan will cost motorcar 
owners in this country from $300,000,000 
to $600,000,000 more per year than they 
would otherwise pay. Senator Medill Me- 


Cormick says that through manipulation of 


its crude rubber monopoly Great Britain 
will be enabled to pay its $4,800,000,000 war 
debt to the United States in a decade at the 
expense of American motorists.

The Bulk of the Rubber of 
Today is Cultivated 


T IS only im the past twenty years that 

rubber has been cultivated to any great 
extent. Previous to that time wild rubber 
was the chief source of supply. Immense 
rubber plantations have since come into 
existence in the Hast Indies, and at the 
present time 96 per cent of the world’s sup 
ply comes from these plantations. More 
than 75 per cent of this amount is raised 
on British colonial islands and an addition- 
al 8 per cent is controlled by British cap 
tal. The United States buys over 70 per 
cent of the world’s supply of raw rubber. 
Truly, British plantation owners would be 
up against a proposition far more serious 
than the mere accumulation of a small sur- 
plus stock which caused the adoption of 
the Stevenson Plan were they to lose their 
market in this, country. 
he British attitude toward the control 
of rubber has caused some American bust 
ness men to consider whether or not 
Britain is deliberately trying to gain control 
of basic commodities of the world. Sup 
porters of the theory point to the nitrate 
and oil situation. 


Chile in South America supplies the vast 
majority of the world’s supply of nitrate, 
and British capital has gone into the 
Chilean nitrate fields and controls a large 
portion of this output. Recently Henry 
Ford advanced the idea of utilising Muscle 
Shoals for the production of nitrate from 
the air. Obviously this method would be 


concessions in the Mexican fields as well as 
the Mesopotamian and Russian fields. An 
effort has even been made by British capi- 
tal to gain a foothold in the Alaskan fields. 
During the conferences at Mudania, Genoa 
and Lausanne the oil question was in the 
background, and so important was it that 
it greatly influenced the outcome of the 
conferences. American oil magnates have 
not succeeded to any appreciable extent in 
gaining concessions in the Mesopotamian 
fields, but the Sinclair Oil Company recent- 
ly negotiated a contract with the soviet 
government of Russia for the privilege of 
developing thousands of acres of rich oil 
land in the Baku fields of Central Russia. 
An interesting item of the contract was the 
stipulation that the United States must 
recognize the soviet government within five 
years. In the event that recognition is 
withheld, the rights in these fields revert to 
the soviet government. Immediately upon 
the signing of the contract work in the 
fields was started. British oil magnates 
have been attempting for years to get into 
the Baku fields but were unsuccessful. 


And so the struggle goes on, year after 
year, between John Bull and Uncle Sam. It 
is only when some particular phase of the 
commercial contest reaches a boiling point 
that the general public becomes aware of 
the struggle. Both nations have come to 
the realization that it is only through the 
channels of commerce that a nation may 
tscome wealthy.
